25) has been expressed in 
different systems including bacteria (Daniell, 1995; Guda et al., 1995; Daniell et al., 
1997; Urry et al., 1995), fungi (Herzog et al., 1997) and tobacco plants (Zhang et al., 
1995, 1996; Daniell 1995; Daniell and Guda, 1997). Following expression of a small, 
100 amino acid polypeptide (GVGVP)2o (SEQ. ID. NO. 34) in E. coli (McPherson et al.. 
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
